HE Scripture Lexicon being deſigne 
for publick utility, the leſs incom- 
pleat it is, the defign of it will be better 
anſwered. 


A few of the proper names in the canon 
of Scripture were omitted; and very ma- 
ny alſo which are in the apccryphal books, 
as having been judged to be of leſs con- 
ſequence—but, upon further conſidera- 
tion, the compiler of the Lexicon hath 
thought proper to publiſh the following 
Appendix; in which he hath inſerted, al- 
moſt, if not, all the proper Names men- 
tioned in the Pible—as alſo ſome of the 
jewiſh rites- together with the names and 
deſcriptions of ſeveral animals, plants, Kc. 
not commonly known to this part of the 
globe by their ſcriptural names. 


It will be obſerved, that Teveral names 
of perſons are inſerted in the Appendix, 
which are already mentioned in the Lexi- 
con; but as the ſpelling, in the Apocrypha,

is often different from that in the canon of 
_ Scripture, it was thought moſt convenient 
to repeat them; and the Lexicon is general- 
ly referred to for the explanation of them. 


At the end of this Appendix is added

CAMP, or ENCAMPMENT of the Iſraelites. 


The encampments of the {fraelites muſt have 
been a grand piece of ſcenery. The whole body 
of the people, conſiſting of fix hundred thouſand 
fighting men, beſides women and children, was 
diſpoſed under four battalions, ſo placed as to en- 
cloſe the tabernacle, in the form of a ſquare, and 
each under one general ſtandard. Military men, 
well verſed in tacticks, admire their method of 
encampment, which was firſt imitated by the 
Greeks and afterwards by the Romans. 

There were forty-one encampments from their 
firſt (in the month of March) at — in the 
land of Goſhen in Ægypt and in the wilderneſs, un- 
til they reached the land of Canaan; they are 
thus enumerated in the zhirty-third chapter of 
Numbers.

Burnt-offerings : theſe were to conſiſt, either of 
the herd, and out of that the bullock only and he 
without blemiſh—or of the flock, as the ſheep or 
the goat, and out of that the male only, and he 
without blemiſh—or laſtly, of fowls, the turtle 
dove or the young pidgeon—theſe five were the 
only offering for a burnt ſacrifice, which was to 
be wholly deſtroyed by fire, and at the door of 
the tabernacle only; except what was thrown 
away of the legs and inſides of the bullock, ſheep 
or goat, and the crop and feathers of the birds. 
There was no unclean beaſt or bird to be offered 
—and theſe were to be offered by way of atone- 
ment for ſin. Philo, the learned jew, obſerves, 
that the offerer was to be like his oblation ; if ſo, 
then induſtry and innocence, uſefulneſs and ſim- 
plicity are recommended, by this inſtitution, to 
the worſhippers of GOD. | 

Drink-offerings, With a bullock, half a hin of 
wine, with three tenth deals of flour and half a 
hin of dil.

Heave- Hering. It is ſo called, from the fſacri- 
fice its being lifted up towards heaven in token 
of its being devoted to GOD. 

Meat-9ffering. It might well be tranſlated wheat- 
offering, as it conſiſted, chiefly, of four; for no 
ort of fleſh was to be offered in it—it conſiſted of 
things inanimate, as flour, bread, oi', wine, ſalt, 
frankincenſe, &c.—the wave ſheaf and the two 
wave loaves for the whole congregation, and the 
others for private perſons according to their abi- 
lity in the expence of their offering—the bread 
was to be unleavened, for Maimonides ſays, it was 
to diſtinguiſh the worſhippers of the true GOD 
from the Zabian idolaters of thoſe times, who 
offered to their gods no bread but /eavened. 

Peace-offering. It was an offering of thankſ- · 
giving for peace, or for mercies received---ſome- 
times it was offered by way of vow, in hope of 
peace or future bleſſings; and ſometimes it was 
offered without any antecedent obligation of a 
vow, in which caſe it was called a free-will-offering. 
The /in and treſpaſe-gfering ſuppoſed the offender 
obnoxious, and GOD diſpleaſed; but the peace- 
offering ſuppoſed GOD to be reconciled to the of- 

erer, and him to be at peace with GOD. In the 
fin and treſpaſs-effering, though the prieſts partook 
of it, yet the offerer had no ſhare; but in the 
peace=;ffering both prieſt and offerer partook and 
feaſted upon it. In the burnt-offering or haocault 
the whole ſacrifice was conſumed by fire, and nei- 

ther prieſt or offerer partook of them, 
E 2 Sin- 
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S$in-offering. Sin-offerings were for expiation 
of particular fins or legal imperfeCtions, called 
therefore, fin-offerings— the firſt ſort were for 
ſins of ignorance or ſurprize, either by the high- 
prieſt or body of the community, by the rulers, 
or by any one of the common people. The other 
ſort of ſin-offering was for voluntary fins; but as 
to the more capital violations of the moral law, 


as for murder, adultery, or the aworſhip of idols, no 


expiatory ſacrifice was admitted. 

Treſtaſs-offering. It was for concealing the 
knowledge of a thing, as a witneſs ; for touching 
an unclean thing ; or in making a raſh oath---the 
offender, in this caſe, was to offer a female from 
the flock, a lamb ora kid; or two turtle-doves 
or two young pidgeons---but if the treſpaſs re- 
lated to to things, then the treſpaſſer was to offer 
a ram without blemiſh. 

Wueave-offering. It was ſo called, becauſe it was 
waved up and down, and eaſt, weft, north and ſouth, 
to ſignify that he to whom it was offered, was 
Lord of the whole world, the GOD who fills all 
ſpace, and to whom all things of right belong.

getful as not to remember the place where ſhe 
lays them, ſo that when ſhe comes to any place 
where there are eggs, ſhe fits upon them and 
hatches them---when they are hunted, they run 
with ſuch velocity and ſtrength ſo as to fling the 
ſtones behind them which annoy their purſuers.

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The river Nile is much noted in antient hiſtory- 
it was firſt called Oceanus then Aetus or Agui a; 
afterwards Agyptus and generally ſo by Homer; 
and afterwards. Triton, from the three former 
names: at laſt, the Nile. 


This river riſes in Ania from two ſmall 
ſprings about a ſtones throw from each other, the 
larger being about two feet diameter; but being 
joined by many rivers emptying into it, it runs 
meandring many hundred miles, until it empties 
into the mediterranean ſea. —The fertility of Ægypt 
is owing to the overflowings of this river---there 
are what they call Nilometers, to meaſure the ri- 
ſing of the river; it is ſaid, that the preſent NVila- 
meter is a large ſquare reſervoir ſurrounded by a 
gallery for the obſervers of the riſe of the river 
to walk on---in the midſt of this reſervoir or ba- 
ſon is an octagonal pillar of marble, divided into 
parts and marked---a cayal is cut from the river 
to this reſervoir, by which is ſeen daily the riſe of 
the river —ſome ay, if it riſes only about eighteen 
or twenty feet a famine enſues, but if it exceeds 
twenty-four or twenty-five feet it doth great dam- 
age: though others make the lowneſs and the 
height of the waters materially different. The 
river begins to riſe about midſummer, and ceaſes 


to riſe in Auguſt, and falls in September. 


The Sphinxes were deſtined to ſhew at what 
time of the year the waters began to nſe—they 
were a ſymbolic figure, with the head of a 2vomar 
and the body of a lion, ſignifying that the Nie be- 
gan to ſwell in the months of July and Auguſt, 
when the ſun paſſes through the ſigns of Leo and 
Virgo—ſeveral of theſe ſphmxes are ſtill to be ſeen; 
one of which, ſays Thevenet the traveller, is 26 


feet high, and 15 feet from the ear to the chin; 


but Pliny ſays, the head was 102 feet about, and 
62 feet above the belly; that the body was 143

Unclean and clean Animals. 


Under the meſaick conſtitution various kinds 


of animals were prohibited, and other kinds allow- 


ed, for food. The reaſons for which were moral, 
political, and natural the two former in order to 


preſerve the jews, as a diſtinct people, from the 


- idolatrous nations, in the worſhip of one God, on- 


ly, as hath been already hinted in the caſe of 
unleavened bread. 


The natural reaſon for the prohibition might 


- be, that the prohibited animals were of an al- 


kaleſcent nature and | ſo productive of various 
diſeaſes in the hot climate of Judæa, agreeable to 
the remarks of a noted engliſh phyſician—more 


_ eſpecially the ſwine, which feeds upon all man- 


ner of filth, and, as divers writers of note have 
obſerved, is apt to breed the /eproſy in warm cli» 
mates 
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mates, and other /crofulous diſorders; the word 
| ferefula being derived from the latin word /crofa, 

a /ow : the ſwine'being ſubject to the leproſy and 
the meaſles, proceeding from its bad feeding. 


The moſaick rule was, among beaſts, that what- 

ever parted the hoof, was cloven footed and chewed 

the cud, was allowed to be eaten: thoſe that were 

prohibited are thus claſſed in the 11th chaper of 
Leviticus, viz.

| no land animal, now known, of that kind: al- 
| though there is a fiſh, called a ſea unicorn, as hav- 
| ing an horn projecting from its noſe, parallel 
| with its body. That mentioned in the book of 
| Job, is thought, by ſome, to be meant the wild 
| bull of Arabia, as the hebrew name of it is Reem, 
| which is mentioned in ſeveral places of ſacred 
writ as of the beeve kind—but, father Lobo, the 
portugueſe jeſuit, ſays, that when he was in 
| Abyſſinia, towards the beginning of the laſt cen- 
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tury, he ſaw an unicorn, but could not come near 
to him he deſcribes it, as having the ſhape of a 
beautiful horſe, exact and nicely proportioned, of 
a bay colour, with a black tail, which, he fays, 
in ſome provinces is long, in others ſhort: ſome 
have long mains hanging to the ground—they are 
timorous, and never feed but when they are ſur- 
rounded with other animals to defend them—it 
is alſo ſaid, that the elephant feeds, with other 
animals around him which he defends. |
